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VBPS School Board approves 
Jason Salhaney as Owen principal

Jason Salhaney, who up until this week 
was the principal of Romulus Middle 
School, was named the new principal of 
Owen Intermediate m 
School at Monday’s 
regular meeting of 
the Van Buren Public 
Schools Board of 
Education. 

He was due to begin 
work at Owen the 
next day. He replaces 
Melissa Lloyd who 
resigned in July to take 
another job. 

Salhaney has been principal at Romulus 
Middle School since 2010 and was 
principal at Halecreek Elementary School 
in Romulus from 2008 to 2010. Before 
that, he taught at Halecreek from 1998 to 
2008. 

His bachelor of science in Elementary 
Education, Science and History is from 
Eastern Michigan University in 1998 and 
his master of science in the Art of Teaching 
is from Marygrove College in 2002. 

School Supt. Pete Kudlak said that 
Salhaney stood out above everyone else 
who applied for the position. There were 
101 resumes submitted, followed by a 
procedure that Salhaney called “a little 
gruelling.” 

In other business at Monday’s meeting, 
the board: 

e Approved the recommendation of 
Athletic Director Joe Brodie to form a 
cooperative, two-year agreement with 
Allen Park Cabrini and Dearborn Heights 
Annapolis to keep the boys’ ice hockey 
program alive for BHS student athletes. 
The co-op program with New Boston 
Huron dissolved and left BHS with no 
choice but to find other schools to join or 
not to have an ice hockey program for the 
six or seven students interested. Brodie said 
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the program is self-funded and is “more of 
a club” than a varsity sport; 

e Approved, as of Aug. 27, the hiring 
of teachers Jessica Justice to teach art at 
McBride Middle School; Danielle Bushaw 
to teach English at Belleville High School; 
and Anna Albulov to teach second grade at 
Rawsonville Elementary School; 

e Approved the resignations of Shirley 
Brezzel, who taught at Owen last year (and 
was assigned to Edgemont Elementary this 
year), on Aug. 7, after 2.5 years of service; 
and Bridget Cole who taught at McBride 
Middle School for less than a year, as of 
Aug. 9; 

e Approved the employment of Vincent 
Wegienka as of Aug. 5 and Michael 
Dotson as of Aug. 6, as custodians in the 
Buildings and Grounds Department; and 
the resignations of Bretton Blodgett from 
non-instructional staff at Owen after 1.5 
years as of July 31 and Shane Holliday on 
Aug. 9 after 11 years in Maintenance; 

e Heard Supt. Kudlak give a presentation 
on the $35 million, 30-year bond proposal 
that has been put on the Nov. 5 ballot. 
He said they will put out a table at the 
Taste of Belleville to get out the votes. 
Because of the refinancing of bonds to 
build the high school, this additional bond 
is being billed as bringing no rise in tax 
rates, since people can keep paying the 
old rate of 2.98 mills they paid before the 
refinancing. The old bond will be paid in 
22 years and so the new, 30-year bond 
would continue past that. Although Kudlak 
told of the infrastructure and instructional 
updates planned, the big project the bond 
would fund would be the 35,000-square- 
foot, one-story, 18-room Early Childhood 
Center to be built on two to three acres on 
the southeast corner of the 11-acre property 
purchased from St. Anthony on Davis 
Street. He said it would cost $12 million 
to build the new building and would have

Belleville City Council approves 
assessment question for Nov. ballot

At Monday’s special 14-minute meeting, 
the Belleville City Council unanimously 
approved putting a question on the Nov. 
5 ballot concerning assessing up to two 
mills for ten years for the public safety 
department. 

Councilman Tom Fielder was absent. 

It was emphasized that the property 
exempt from property taxes would also 
be exempt from this assessment, such as 
churches and schools, but the Downtown 
Development Authority would not capture 
any of this tax money. 

The ballot proposal will read: 

SPECIAL ASSESSMENT FOR 
POLICE/FIRE DEPARTMENTS 
Shall the City of Belleville raise money 
for operations and to purchase equipment 
for the City Police/Fire Departments by 
annual special assessment levies of up to 
2.00 mills ($2.00 per $1,000.00 of taxable 
value) on all real property in the City that 
is not exempt from property taxes, for a 
period of 10 years, with the levies to be 
from December 2019 to December 2029 
to provide funding for the 2020/2029 
fiscal years. If approved and fully levied 


in December 2019, the revenue from this 

special assessment collected in the first 

year would be approximately $90,000.00. 
Yes 


The council also approved holding 
a public hearing regarding the Public 
Safety Special Assessment at its regularly 
scheduled meeting of Oct. 7. 

Also, if the voters approve the ballot 
proposal and the city council decides to 
levy a special assessment, an additional 
public hearing will be held at a date to be 
announced. 

Mayor Pro-Tem Jack Loria said every 
piece of tax money now goes to public 
safety and the city needs help in covering 
the rest of the services. 

Mayor Kerreen Conley said this 
assessment would free up money in the 
general fund and it would cost more later 
if they decided to wait. 

Councilman Jesse Marcotte pointed out 
another community had waited and now 
it is levying 9 mills at a cost of $400 per 
taxpayer. 

Reinard Heininger had trouble hearing 
the council since there is no functioning 
sound system in the council chambers.

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After accident, woman wakes up with no memory and a new gift

It all started when Hannah, an eight-year- 
old spirit who had recently passed over, 
came walking through Lynette Mather’s 
living room in Plymouth on Feb. 4, 2014. 

Mather was healing from an incident in 
2013 that completely took her memory 
away and led to her husband having to 
introduce himself and their family. 

She also studied her journals and the 
baby books she had written in for her three 
children. 

“I had to learn my entire life all over,” 
Mather recalls. 

Then came the gift. 

After Hannah introduced herself, Mather 
found that she was “reading” her home 
care workers, telling them things about 
their lives that surprised them. 

She said doors were slamming and objects 
were being moved around suddenly in her 
house. 

“I had to learn to control my gift,” she 
said. “I had no clue as to what I was doing.” 

She said her husband Jim was very 
supportive of her, but when all this new 
stuff started happening, he was confused, 
too. 

“Over time, he’s seeing it differently,” 
Mather said, noting the change came from 
him witnessing the many people she has 
helped. 

Mather’s father worked for the City of 
Detroit at a time when you had to live in 
the city if you worked for the city. She 
graduated from Bishop Borgess High 
School in Redford and had a marriage with 
three babies and a divorce. 

Mather went to Schoolcraft College 
and got a degree in Early Childhood 
Development. She also is a certified 
paralegal. She has written books and won 
top prizes in poetry, with one poem about 
Vietnam earning her a trip to Washington, 
DC. 

In 2012, she was living in Plymouth and 
working at Cornwell Pool & Patio, a job 
her daughter helped her get. She was doing 
great with top sales of patio furniture when 
her first accident happened. 

After healing from that, she worked for 
three months for Tyner Furniture in Ann 
Arbor, when the second accident occurred 
and she lost her memory. 

She said she lived in Plymouth for three 
years and in 2017 she and Jim moved to 
Van Buren Township to a peaceful home in 
a shady, quiet subdivision. 

When Hannah turned up, her life changed. 

“You need a notebook,” Hannah told her. 
“Write these names down.” 

Mather questioned Hannah and Hannah 
told her, “Ask your circle and find my 
parents.” 

Mather said two of her girlfriends stayed 
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Lynette Mather 


friends with her after she lost her memory 
and they reintroduced themselves to her. 
One of the friends had a sister-in-law in a 
grief group. The sister-in-law identified a 
lady in her group, Becky, as having lost a 
child named Hannah. 

Becky called Mather and they sat down 
together and Mather gave her messages 
from her daughter. Mather became a friend 
of the family and recently attended the 
family’s 14th birthday party for Hannah. 
She also helped them release butterflies in 
Hannah’s memory. 

And, then, Marley, who was five when 
she died, started coming with Hannah 
every time she came to see Mather. And 
soon there was “a whole slew of little kids” 
coming to see her. She says sometimes they 
wake her up in the morning by running up 
and down her hallway. 

Earlier last Friday morning, Zander, age 
two when passing, came with the children 
and told her, “It’s about time you woke up.” 

When she asks them how she will find 
their parents, the children have told her, 
“We will help you.” 

“Spirits come and they have a message 
and they want me to help. The least I can 
do is share. 

“T'm busy and I love what I do,” she said. 
“I give people closure -- not all the way. 
That’s not possible.” 

Mather is part of a group of 12 people 
who meet at her home each Monday. The 
group is called Unspoken Secrets - Missing 
People and they work together, each with 
their special gifts, to find missing people. 

But it hasn’t been families coming to them 
for help, but spirits seeking to comfort their 


grieving families. 

“There are so many missing people,” she 
said. 

The spirits of the missing sometimes 
come to group members in dreams and five 
or six of the group members often have the 
same dreams. Members keep in contact by 
texting to compare notes and then discuss 
the addresses and numbers and pictures 
they get. Some go into trances. Some share 
the paintings they do that show locations. 

Mather said she has had the same dream 
for 70 nights from Danielle, a woman who 
went missing in Farmington. The group is 
convinced they know the location of her 
body in Hines Park. But, if one of them 
goes to the police, the police might look at 
that person with suspicion for knowing so 
much about the crime. 

“Its awkward to go up to a family 
and tell them I have a message from 
someone on the other side,’ she said. 
“I wish families would reach out to me 
for information. ... I don’t know how to 
approach the appropriate people.” 

She said Nick, who has recently shown 
up, has been missing since the 1980s and 
she doesn’t even know if Nick’s family is 
still alive. 

“If a child of mine went missing, I would 
do anything to find them,” Mather said, 
referring to people’s reluctance to deal 
with a psychic medium. 

“When we trance, they come through me 
and they take over,” she said of the spirits 
seeking help. Mather said she doesn’t 
know what is said after they take over so 
group members take notes. 

Earlier this year a four-minute clip of

a documentary film on her work with 
another psychic at Maybury Park was 
debuted at the University of Michigan as 
part of the program to select finalists for a 
film festival. 

She said the audience wanted to see more 
of this clip and protested when the four 
minutes were over. She said the audience 
could hear spirits speaking on the clip and 
the film crew didn’t cut it out. The audience 
heard the crew swearing in surprise when 
they heard the spirits talking. 

She said four weddings are coming up 
next year for people she has assured have 
met “your forever.” 

“I need to stay on the path. I’m afraid not 
to do it,” she said, referring to what might 
happen to her next if she stopped. 

“I’m doing it because children are in the 
in-between. I want the parents to know 
what the child is thinking, what they want 
to say to them. 

“I want to change the way people go about 
looking for lost people,” she said, adding 
she has found that her gift is extremely 
powerful. She said she went to a class and 
was told she didn’t need any more training 
with her gift. 

She said Danielle and Egypt are two in 
the in-between area that are helping over 
those who have been taken and killed. And 
they also help her from the other side, she 
said. 

Mather said she tries to stay reasonable 
in her fee and charges $100 for an hour- 
long reading and $150 for two hours. And, 
she can tell if someone needs help and 
can’t afford it and they work it out. She 
said some people call for long-distance 
phone readings and some come for group 
readings. She also teaches classes, as well 
as teleports to look in on surgeries, and 
other services. 

She has pages of testimonials from 
people she has helped, many who say they 
were very skeptical at first, but then were 
convinced. 

She said she tells people to read the Bible, 
especially Revelations, since many of the 
things in that Book are happening.

Large crowd turns 
out at BYC to 
discuss phosphorus 


Seventeen people waited in line and took 
the microphone to give comments after the 
EGLE presentation on phosphorus levels in 
Belleville Lake and new proposed standards. 
The EGLE presentation was at the Belleville 
Yacht Club on Tuesday. EGLE is the new 
name for the former MDEQ. 

The large turnout showed the interest in 
the lake’s health and concerns over the algae 
growths reported in the lake this week. A 
bottle of green lake water was presented to 
the moderator. 

After the EGLE (Department of 
Environment, Great Lakes and Energy) 
staff presented the proposed new reduced 
standard for phosphorus levels in Ford 
Lake, which is upstream to Belleville Lake, 
there were lots of questions. 

It was explained the new standards are 
being proposed to the EPA because of a 
lawsuit brought by Dexter, Ann Arbor, 
Chelsea, and Loch Alpine and the judge is 
making the state review the standards. The 
plaintiffs think the standards are too high 
and they can’t meet them. 

Lovers of Belleville Lake bemoaned the 
algae blooms and PFAS that contaminate 
the waters they want to use. They’d like 
higher standards for phosphorus. 

We’ll present a more detailed account of 
the meeting in next week’s paper. Written 
comments are being accepted until Sept. 2. 
See a copy of the draft proposal at http:// 
www.michigan.gov/waterquality . This is 
what was reported at the meeting. 
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Belleville Police Chief Hal Berriman said 
the damaged stones around the flower bed in 
the middle of Five Points is waiting for an 
insurance company to pay for fixing it. 

The flower bed was damaged when a 
Sumpter Police officer pursued a suspect 
into the city. Chief Berriman said one of his 
officers threw out stop stix but they only 
caught a few tires and the vehicle went out 
of control and hit the decorative stones. It’s 
been that way for months. 

He said the insurance company of the 
suspect’s vehicle is liable for the damage. 

One of our readers asked if the damage 
was caused by someone coming from the 
beer tent at St. Anthony Catholic Church’s 
part of the Strawberry Festival. I told her St. 
Anthony’s did not participate in this year’s 
festival and there was no beer tent. Can’t 
blame them. 

At Monday’s city council meeting I 
asked Fire Chief Brian Loranger about the 
fire Saturday night at Columbia Court. He 
said it was an oven cooking fire in a unit 
on the first floor, but the problem was the 
sprinklers that went off and they had a hard 
time turning them off. Lots of water, he said. 

Belleville City Councilman Jesse Marcotte 
and his wife Melly are expecting their first 
baby and people are guessing on the date of 
delivery. At Monday’s city council meeting, 
Melly said she thinks it will be Oct. 24, 
which is her birthday. 

There was a flurry of activity at the Van 
Buren Public Schools over the past few 
weeks as they hustled around to fill the 
position of Melissa Lloyd, who resigned as 
principal of Owen Intermediate School the 
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first of July. No one is sure where she went, 
but they think she took a job at a charter 
school. 

Anyway, the district got 101 resumes for 
the position and administration met with 
the staff and community to find out what 
they wanted in a leader at Owen. Then the 
resumes were cut down to 28 and there were 
28 phone interviews. Then it was cut to 14 
and then 6 and then to Jason Salhaney, the 
winner. He was voted in by the board on 
Monday. 

Jason was serving as middle school 
principal in Romulus. He has 10 years 
of experience in teaching and 11 years in 
administration. He had to hurry to get to 
Monday’s school board meeting because he 
had to give a presentation in Romulus for 
his school there. He was hired to begin work 
at Owen on Tuesday. 

Jason said his first interview was by phone 
and he was on a bus with 50 college-age 
students in the middle of Kansas. He said he 
had to crouch down to talk for the interview 
and he hoped they didn’t think he was crazy. 
It worked out fine. 

Now, Romulus has to scurry around to find 
someone for its vacant position. 

Van Buren Schools Supt. Pete Kudlak said 
that’s the way it goes. Teachers leave one 
district for another and the vacancy has to be 
filled, maybe by taking another teacher from 
yet another district. 

Hopefully, when school starts everyone’s 
ducks will be in a row. 

Kudlak said, actually, he was on vacation 
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during the time they were interviewing for 
the position, but it went on without him. He 
said he remembers Jason from when Jason’s 
child was three and his child was three and 
the children were in the same preschool 
class in Ypsilanti.

racial and ethnic slurs, but would also 
express a strong message castigating him 
for his attempts to divide Americans in 
another fundamental way — religion and 
our country’s religious freedom.

Within just two years, Thomas’ sister 
had a serious car accident, his brother 
was killed, his grandmother passed away 
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unexpectedly, his great aunt died from 
cancer, and we were displaced from a 
house fire (yes, that means homeless). 
Thomas withdrew from everyone due to 
the trauma he experienced, developing 
PTSD. He stopped eating. He was grieving 
and depressed. We needed something 
where we could be right alongside Thomas 
to nurture him. 

MVCA partnered with us. Thomas 
immediately clung to virtual school. 
Together, we were a team with his teachers. 
He had been struggling in reading and a 
teacher recommended testing right away. 
We discovered that Thomas is dyslexic and 
his teachers found the best ways for him 
to process information to really master the 
lessons he was covering. 

Thomas thrives at MVCA. He’ll lose 
himself in school. He wants to excel 
and spends a lot of time accomplishing 
lessons which shows up in his grades. 
Throughout all the tragedy, Thomas has 
kept swimming, literally. Being 6’4” he 
crosses the pool swiftly and is pretty good 
at all strokes. Swimming has been a great 
way to alleviate stress and improve his 
mental well-being. 

We’re looking forward to the upcoming 
school year. Thomas is a rising Junior, 
loves school again, and is finally thinking 
about what might come after graduation.

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Court Watching: 
Tyler Calderon bound 


over on four counts of 
criminal sexual conduct

After a preliminary exam on Aug. 7 before 
34" District Court Judge Brian A. Oakley, 
Tyler Michael Calderon, 18, was bound over 
for trial on four counts of criminal sexual 
conduct — second degree — with a person 
under 13 years of age. 

He is due at the Frank Murphy Hall of 
Justice on Aug. 21 and his personal bond 
was continued. 

The alleged incidents happened through 


Sept. 28, 2018 at a home in Sumpter 
Township. Sumpter Detective John Ashby 
was the officer in charge of the case. 

The 12-year-old victim, who said she 
was 11 years old at the time, described the 
incidents. She testified that when the school 
found some marks on her body from her 
wanting to hurt herself, she told them what 
happened and they called her father and the 
police. 

There originally were three counts of 
criminal sexual conduct and Judge Oakley 
allowed the prosecutor to add another count 
after the testimony concluded.

Webster is charged with attempted arson 
of a dwelling, malicious destruction of 
property, and assault and battery on Dec. 9 
in Van Buren Township. He is lodged in the 
Wayne County Jail on bond of $20,000/10%. 

After the preliminary exam was over, 
the defendant’s court-appointed attorney 
Jonathan Hordos asked the judge to reduce 
bond to personal bond and let him live with 
his sister in Hillsdale. “As long as he’s on his 
medications, he’s OK,” Hordos said. 

After consideration, Judge Oakley left the 
bond in place, but requested a pretrial review 
at the jail. 

The Assistant Wayne County Prosecutor 
called only one witness: the defendant’s 
mother Barbara Webster. She testified that 
her son has lived with her his whole life. 
They live on Richard Run in Van Buren 
Township. She said it is a trailer park. 

She testified to what happened the night 
of the incident when Frank went out late 
at night and then came back about 1:30 
a.m. She said he had been to the store or 
something and she said, “I thought you said 
you didn’t have no money,” she testified. 

She said they began arguing and he spit 
in her face twice. She went to her bedroom, 
locked the door, washed her face and went to 
bed. In the morning he was knocking on her 
door asking for a person he called J.D. She 
said she didn’t have anyone in her bedroom, 
but he continued to say he knew J.D. was 
in there. 

She said she opened her bedroom door 
and saw him approaching with a butter knife 
that he intended to use to open her door. She 
said he kept saying “J.D.” and went into her 
room busting up her CDs and upending her 
mattress and bedding on the floor. He put 
her walker in the bath tub and put glass from 
a table in the living room in front of it, she 
said. 

She said she had a restriction on how much 
weight she could carry and she couldn’t raise 
the glass. 

She said she was sitting in the living room 
when he hit her with his fist, first on the right 
side of her head and then on the left. “That 
one really hurt ... it rattled my brain.” 

She testified he went outside and was 
screaming and cussing at the neighbors. 
Then he came in with a can of lighter fluid 
that belonged to her other son and squeezed 
the fluid out onto the carpet and wall over 
to the fireplace. She could smell it and she 
knew what it was. 

She testified someone was knocking on the 
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door and he said he wasn’t going to answer, 
but then two police officers walked in the 
unlocked front door. She said she had called 
911. 

She said he was sitting on his towel and 
was going to light a cigarette and the officer 
told him not to light his cigarette. She 
testified she did not go to the hospital with 
her injuries. 

Frank’s attorney Hordos asked the mother 
if Frank was mentally ill and she said he 
was. He receives SSI and the checks come 
to the house. One came since he was taken 
to jail and she said she cashed it. She said it 
was owed to her, according to SSI. 

“You poured the lighter fluid on the 
floor yourself, to get rid of Frank,” Hordos 
charged. She denied that. 

He asked what happened to the can of fluid 
and she said she didn’t know where Frank 
put it. She testified that Frank had bipolar 
disorder and when Hordos asked if she 
had bipolar disorder, too, there was a lot of 
everyone talking at once and that question 
was ruled out of order. 

At the end of the exam, Judge Oakley 
found there was enough probable cause to 
bind Frank Webster over for trial. 

Dwight Lamar Jones 

A bench warrant was signed for Dwight 
Lamar Jones, 38, after he failed to show 
up for his preliminary exam before Judge 
Oakley on Aug. 7. 

His court-appointed attorney Richard 
Banta said his client wasn’t present and this 
is the third time he failed to show up for 
court. Banta said the first time, Jones said he 
didn’t get notice. The second time, he said 
he had an emergency and his girlfriend was 
in the hospital. This was the third time. He 
said he was coming, but didn’t come, Banta 
said. 

Jones is charged with malicious destruction 
of fire or police property and lying to a 
police officer in a serious misdemeanor 
investigation on Oct. 25, 2016 in Van Buren 
Township. He was free after posting bond of 
$20,000/10%. 

Christopher Charles Wilkie-Douglas 

Christopher Charles Wilkie-Douglas, 
20, waived his preliminary exam and was 
bound over to circuit court for an Aug. 21 
arraignment on the information. 

He is charged with malicious destruction 
of property, between $1,000-$20,000, in 
Sumpter Township on March 31. He is 
free on $5,000 personal bond. His court- 
appointed attorney is Jon Hordos.

scholarship money. 

Losen said she went to the bank with 
board treasurer Charlene Derrick and put 
her name on the account as a signatory. 
Losen’s name has been on the account 
since the school started. 

She said the money for the school 
comes from the State and goes to Bay 
Mills Community College, which charters 
Keystone, and Bay Mills takes its 3% cut 
and then the money goes to NHA and 
$35,000 of it is sent on to Chase Bank in 
Belleville for the Keystone board account. 

“We had a treasurer with nothing to do 
for six years,’ Losen said, noting there 
were no checks to sign. “Our paperwork 
says there is $35,000 we can spend ... by 
the board with board signatories. We want 
a checkbook.” 

“You won’t get a checkbook,” said NHA 
representative Andrew Roth. “This will 
cause a red flag for the audit.” 

Losen said the board can have an audit 
of these funds and the board will pay for it. 

“Our attorney thought we were doing 
this,” Losen said. “I didn’t know better and 
I’m sorry,” she said of not knowing about 
the wording in the contract with NHA that 
says they have access to their money in 
the bank. The contracts are not considered 
except every six or seven years when the 
school’s charter is reapproved. 

Roth said that the lapse in communications 
with NHA came with the change of 
principals. 

“This is the document I have to sign and 
it’s wrong,” Losen said holding up the 
contract with NHA. “Tonight we need to 
set aside some money ... by resolution or 
motion ...” that can be used for emergency 
purchases. 

She said when her husband passed, 
flowers came from the board, but actually 
they came from board vice president 
Darren Hickonbottom, who used his own 
money to send the flowers, because money 
wasn’t otherwise available.

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Then, recently, board secretary Connie 
Shull’s father died and Losen said she 
called the former NHA representative Jeff 
Henders and he didn’t return her call. 

“I just went ahead and bought a plant 
and sent it. It was a nice plant,” Losen said, 
noting the board got a thank-you card. 

Roth said he can order the flowers through 
NHA and all they have to do is call him. 

Losen said she tried to call the previous 
NHA representative and Jeff wasn’t 
available. She suggested the board set aside 
$500 that would be available in increments 
of $50 or less for the 2019 year, and she 
and Hickonbottom can be reimbursed. 

Roth said that was “doable,” but they 
needed to title it so it could be included in 
the budget. 

Losen said it would be called “Life 
Events.” 

“It’s our money, not NHA’s money,” she 
said. “It’s our money.” 

The board voted to set aside $500 for the 
Life Event fund for the Keystone Board at 
up to $50 per event for the year 2019 and 
forward. 

Board members absent were Connie 
Shull and Hickonbottom. 

Losen said she would proceed with 
fighting with the NHA services agreement 
because it is too inconvenient and, “It’s just 
not right.” She said the board would OK 
the money for an extra audit. 

Later in the meeting, Losen produced a 
prepared resolution that would allow the 
treasurer and another board member to 
sign a check after board approval to access 
money in the board’s account at Chase 
Bank. 

“Tt will come up as a fail on your audit and 
then the NHA has a school operating with 
a red flag,” said Roth. “No way around it.” 

“If we make the motion, they will have to 
address this,” Losen said of NHA. 

Roth said there has to be controls on the 
public money and, “Someone could write 
a check and pay someone ... It would be a 
misallocation of tax funds ...This has to be 
a controlled process.” 

“Tm willing to take it on and try it,” 
Losen said. “Let’s clarify it. I want to know 
if you’re with me,” she said to the board.

“Pd like to reimburse the PTO,” said 
treasurer Char Derrick, who was active 
with the PTO before becoming a board 
member. “They’ ve waited eight months for 
payment.” 

“There is going to be an audit red 
flag,’ Roth insisted. “It’s an uncontrolled 
situation.” 

“This is a lie,’ Losen said of the NHA 
service contract she held up, that states the 
board has access to its money in the bank. 
She said she tried to address it with NHA 
and NHA has not gotten back to her. 

“I want you to understand the 
repercussions,” Roth said. “You’re the 
only school in NHA to do this.” 

Losen said she couldn’t understand that 
since they all have to sign the identical 
contract, but, “Maybe it’s laziness.” 

“I’m treasurer. My name would be on 
it,’ said treasurer Derrick. “It makes me 
queasy.” 

“That’s why I put two names here,” 
Losen said. 

“In theory, it would put these pages in 
your hands,” Roth said, holding up the 
financial report for the board fund. 

“More work for us,” Losen said. “Maybe 
NHA would like to take that part out.” 

Roth said they are right that they have not 
been getting reimbursement of board funds 
in a timely manner and that shouldn’t 
happen. 

Keystone Principal Jorvonna Drain said 
she found she could submit requests for 
reimbursements to NHA. “I didn’t know. 
The timeliness was an error on my part, 
as well, and I apologize ... We were in 
transition...” 

“The response time was too long,” Roth 
agreed. “It’s a general NHA problem ... 
But NHA is going to have a flagged audit.” 

Treasurer Derrick repeated that because 
her name is on the resolution, “I’m queasy.”

Roth said it would be a misallocation of 
funds for them to take money out of the 
bank directly.
